One of the laws p assed by the recent 
legislature constitutes the Board of 
Election Commissioners in each county 
and a city Board of Election Commis­ 
sioners to canvass the vote after an 
election. 
The vote of the townsh p 
is to be canvassed as heretofore, excep t 
in township s having more than ten 
p recincts, where the Oonnty Boards 
shall act. 
The clerk of the conrt 
shall be clerk of the board, but it may 
emp loy additional 
clerks, not more 
than half being of the same p olitical 
p arty. 
These 
clerks are to receive 
p ay not more than 50 cents an boor 
from the p ublic funds. 
The Board shall tabulate the vote 
and make a signed statement of the 
result, which'shali be op en to the in­ 
sp ection of any legal voter. 
In case 
of a tie vote the Board shall declare 
that no p erson was elected, and notify 
the pro per office« « to p rovide for filling 
the vacancy. 
Election 
p ap ers shall 
not be rejected for want of form, not 
at all if certified by the Election Board 
and returned by the insp ector or one 
of the judges. 
Witnesses may be ex­ 
amined under oath, and the Board 
comp el the attendance of witnesses and 
p rod notion of p ap ers by calling, on a 
conrt or judge to p unish for contemp t. 
Disp utes between members 
of 
the 
Board shall bo certified to the eircnit 
conrt for summary decision, his ruling 
being final as regards the action of 
the hoard of canvassers. 
The county 
or city clerk mnst keep his office op en 
till the certificates, lists of voters and 
tally p ap ers have been received from 
all p recincts, if it takes all night. 
“ No name on any p etition for nom­ 
ination shall be considered by I he 3 ity 
or County Board of Election Commis­ 
sioners unless the same be signed by 
the p etitioner in p erson or by his 
mark, duly attested, and no p etition 
for nomination shall be effectual to 
authorise the name p etitioned for to 
ap p ear up on the official ballot unless 
the signatures of such p etition to the 
number required by Taw shall be duly 
acknowledged before some officer.”

GRUESOME CATCH 


Philadelp hia, 
Ap ril 3.—George C. 
Holden the insp ector in the United 
States p o-tri service, attached to the 
Philadelp hia insp ection division, who 
admitted Saturday that the Storey 
Cotton comp any, most of whose offi­ 
cers are .fugitives from justice, ad­ 
vanced $l,10w to him as a loan for a 
few days, has sent his resignation to 
Washington. 
Holden declares that he 
received the money and p aid it back 
a few days later without any under­ 
standing or agreement with the Storey 
Cotton comp any that he was to p ro­ 
tect the concern against investigation 
by the p ostofflce dep artment. He how­ 
ever admitted that in accep ting the 
loan from that concern, he was indis­ 
creet, and thought it best, in view of 
the revelations in the case, to send 
his resignation .o the p ostal authori­ 
ties at Washington. 
A record of the loan was found 
while Assistant United States District 
Attorneys Stewart and Swartley of 
this city were making an examination 
of the hooks of the defunct concern for 
the p urp ose of getting further evi­ 
dence against Stanley Francis, who is 
nnder arrest charged with being an 
officer of the Storey concern. 
Holden 
was p resent when the discovery was 
made. 
When the entry was shown to Hol­ 
den he was greatly surp rised to find 
that it had been entered on the books. 
His exp lanation at the time was that 
it was a p ersonal loan. 
The matter was immediately re­ 
p orted to W. W. Dickson. Insp ector in 
charge of the local division, who in 
turn communicated the facts to the 
chief insp ector at Washington. By tii- 
rection of Postmaster General Cortel- 
you, Insp ector Mayer of the New York 
division has been sent here and Is 
making an investigation of Holden’s 
connection with the Storey Cotton 
comp any. 
He declines to'discuss the 
case in any way. 
Holden says that it was a p ersonal 
loan from F. Ewart Storey, and he be­ 
lieves that the item was p laced on the 
hooks to do him injury. Since the loan 
was made, he says, he has sent three 
sep arate rep orts to Washington recom­ 
mending that fraud orders be issued 
against the Storey concern. 
The Philadelp hia Record today says 
that Insp ector Hoiden declares that 
Harrison J. Barrett, formerly of the 
dep artment of justice, Washington, 
and nep hew of the late James Tyner, 
who was involved in the p ostoffice 
scandals, was the attorney for the 
Storey Cotton comp any w'hile he was 
actually connected with the dep art­ 
ment of justice. Asked if it was true, 
as Holden contends, that Barrett was 
resp onsible for the failure of the p ost- 
office dep artment to issue a fraud or­ 
der against the Storey comp any and 
that he was their lawyer. U. S. Assist­ 
ant District Attorney Stewart said: 
“I can only say the investigation into 
the Storey affairs and the discovery of 
certain p ap ers seems to p artially bear 
out that contention. 
I know what he 
got.” 


Terre Haute, Ind., Ap ril 3 —The 
largest combination of mining inter­ 
ests in Indiana since the Deering deal 
was made when the New Pittsburg. 
Shelburn, Alum Cave, Gilmore. Green 
Hill, Citizens’ Forest Hill and Indiana 
Hocking mines, owned by a comp any 
headed by J. K Seifert of Chicago, 
turned over to the Indiana Southern 
Coal Co., D. W. Cummings of Chicago 
p resident. 
It is understood that the 
consideration is in the neighborhood 
of 32,000,000. 
Seifert and J. T. Gflmour of Terre 
Haute sold their interests to the Indi­ 
ana Southern comp any, and afterward 
took stock in the comp any. 
Seifert 
will be general manager of the com­ 
p any and Gilmour general sup erinten­ 
dent. 
John R. Walsh is said to be 
hack of the deal. 
The deal had been under way for 
some time before it was consummated, 
and it is said that this is merely the 
beginning and that the combine will 
be even greater than the Deering com­ 
p any.
